f) Save as provided for in (e) above, reduction to a lower stage in the 
time-scale of pay for a specified period, with further directions as to 
whether or not the officer will earn increments of pay during the 
period of such reduction and whether on the expiry of such period the 
reduction will or will not have the effect of postponing the future 
increments of his pay; 
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ii) Reduction to a lower grade or post: 

h) Compulsory retirement; 

i) Removal from service;

j) Dismissal. 

Rule 68(1) 

ii) The Disciplinary Authority or any authority higher than it may impose 

any of the penalties in regulation 67 on an officer. 

Provided that where the Disciplinary Authority is lower in rank than 
the Appointing Authority in respect of the category of officers to 
which the officer belongs, no order imposing any of the major 
penalties specified in clauses (f), (g), (h), (i) and (j) of regulation 67, 
shall be made except by the Appointing Authority or any authority 
higher than it on the recommendations of the Disciplinary Authority. 

Rule 68(2) 

i) No order imposing any of the major penalties specified in clauses (f), 
(g), (h), (i) and (j) of regulation 67 shall be made except after an 
inquiry is held in accordance with this sub-regulation. 

Rule 68(3) 

iii) If the Disciplinary Authority, having regard to its findings on all or 
any of the articles of charge, is of the opinion that any of the penalties 
specified in regulation 67 should be imposed on the officer, it shall, 
notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regulation (4), make an 
order imposing such penalty. 

Provided that where the Disciplinary Authority is of the opinion that 
the penalty to be imposed is any of the major penalties specified in 
clauses (f), (g), (h), (i) and (j) of regulation 67 and if it is lower in 
rank to the Appointing Authority in respect of the category of officers 
to which the officer belongs, it shall submit to the Appointing 
Authority the records of the enquiry specified in clause (xxiXb) of 
sub-regulation (2), together with its recommendations regarding the 
penalty that may be imposed and the Appointing Authority shall make 
an order imposing such penalty as it considers in its opinion 
appropriate. 
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Rule 68(4) 

i) • Where it is proposed to impose any of the minor penalties specified in 
clauses (a) to (e) of regulation 67 the officer shall be informed in 
writing of the imputations of lapses against him and be given an 
opportunity to submit his written statement of defence within a 
specified period not exceeding 15 days or such extended period as 
may be granted by the Disciplinary Authority. The defence statement, 
if any. submitted by the officer shall be taken into consideration by 
the Disciplinary Authority' before passing orders. 


Rule 70(2) 

An appeal shall be preferred within 45 days from the date of receipt of the 
order appealed against. The appeal shall be addressed to the Appellate 
Authority and submitted to the authority whose order is appealed against. 
The officer may, if he so desires, submit an advance copy to the Appellate 
Authority. The Appellate Authority shall consider whether the findings are 
justified and or v hether the penalty is excessive or inadequate and pass 
appropriate orders. The Appellate Authority may pass an order confirming, 
enhancing, reducing or setting aside the penalty or remitting the case to the 
authority which imposed the penalty' or to any other authority with such 
directions as it deems fit in the circumstances of the case.

i) If the enhanced penalty which the Appellate Authority proposes to 
impose is a major penalty specified in clauses (f), (g), (h), (i) and (j) 
of regulation 67 and an enquiry as provided in sub-regulation (2) of 
regulation 68 has not already been held in the case, the Appellate 
Authority shall direct that such an enquiry' be held in accordance with 
the provisions of sub-regulation (2) of regulation 68 and thereafter 
consider the records of the inquiry and pass such orders as it may 
deem proper: 

iii) Where the enhanced penalty proposed to be imposed is a major 
penalty specified in clauses (f), (g), (h), (i) and (j) of regulation 67 and 
the Appellate Authority is not of the same rank as or higher than the 
Appointing Authority in respect of the category of the officers to 
which the officer belongs, it shall submit to the Appointing Authority 
the record of the proceedings together with its recommendations and 
the Appointing Authority shall pass such final order on the appeal as it 
may deem appropriate.

If the enhanced penalty, which the Reviewing Authority proposes to impose, 
is a major penalty specified in clauses (f), (g), (h), (i) and (j) of regulation 67 
and an enquiry as provided under sub-regulation (2) of regulation 68 has not 
already been held in the case, the Reviewing Authority shall direct that such 
an enquiry be held in accordance with the provisions of sub-regulation (2) of 
regulation 68 and thereafter consider the record of the enquiry and pass such 
orders as it may deem proper.

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1. Short Title and Commencement - 

(L) These bye-laws may be called the Allahabad 

Cantonment Sewerage ( Regulation of connection) 
bye-1aws, 200l. 

(2) These shall be applicable to the area in which a 
sewerage drain has been provided by the Cantonment 
Board. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions - 

For the purposes of these bye laws, 

(a) "sewage" means night soil and other contents of 
water closets, latrines, privies, urinals, cess¬ 
pools or drains and polluted water from sinks, 
hath rooms, stables and other like places and 
includes trade effluent; 

(b) "sewsr" means a closed conduit for carrying 

aewage, offensive matter, polluted water, waste 
water of aub-sotl water; 

(c) "sewerage" means a system of collection of waste 
water from a community from its houses, 
institutionsi industry and public places, the 
pumping treatment and disposal of such waste 
water, its effluent eullage, gas and other end 


products; 
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(d) "cess pool" includes a settlement tank or other 
tank to receive or dispose of foul matters from 
any premises; 

(e) "communication pipe" means any pipe or system of 
pipes alongwith all fittings thereto, by means of 
which water is supplied to any premises from the 
main and includes a conhection pipe, service pipe 
meter or other fittings; 

(f) "consumer" means any person getting the benefits 
of sewerage services from the Cantonment Board, 
Allahabad; 

(g) "domestic sewage" means waste water from 

residence, boarding and lodging houses, hostel, 
public places, offices and all such establishments, 
as are not a part, of any trade' or industry, 
arising out of personal and normal human 
activities, such as, drinking, bathing, ablution, 
washing and cooking; 

(h) "drain" includes a sewer, tunnel pipe, ditch, 
gutter or channel or a cistern, flush tank, septic 
tank or other device for carrying off or treating 
sewage offensive matter, polluted water, sullage 
wasted water of sub-oil water and also includes 
any culvert, ventilation shaft or pipe or other 
appliance or fittings connected with such drain 
and any rejectors, compressed over mains, sealed 
sewage mains and special machinary or apparatus 
for raising, qollecting, expelling or removing 
sewage or offensive matter from any place. 
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3. By«-Lawt for regulating Mwer connection 

In Allahabad Cantonment - 

(1) The owner or occupier of any premises shall be 
entitled to obtain sewer connection from the 
Cantonment Board, Allahabad. 

(2) The owner or the occupier shall make a written 
application In the format given in the Annexure 
for this purpose to the Cantonment Executive 
Officer, Allahabad Cantonment. 

(3) The sewer connection shall be given on payment in 
advance such charges and fees as fixed by the 
Cantonment Board which may be increased from time 
to time by the Cantonment Board. 

(4) No septic tank, soak well or cess-pools shall be 

allowed in the Cantonment area where sewerage 
system has been provided by the Cantonment Board, 

A11ahabad. 

(5) Where any premises are, in the opinion of 

Cantonment Board, without sufficient means of 
effectual disposal of sewage, and the sewer of the 
Cantonment Board is situated at a distance of 

fifty meters from any part of the premises, the 
Cantonment Board may by written notice, require 

the owner of the said premises to have sewer 

corrections as provided in the bye-laws. 

(6) No person shall without the permission of the 

Cantonment Board make or cause to make any 

connection or communication with any sewer of the 


Cantonment Board.

(7) No person shall without the permission of the 
Cantonment Board construct any building or other 
structure over any sewer of the Cantonment Board. 

(8) If the sewer or cess-pool is found to be 
defective, the Cantonment Board may forthwith stop 
its use or -disconnect it "from the sewer of the 
Cantonment Board or require the owner or occupier 
to take remedial action, as directed within the 
time specified by the Cantonment Board, and in any 
such event the Cantonment Board may recover the 
cost incurred by it from the owner or occupier, as 
the case may be. 

(9) No person shall obstruct any person acting under

(a) to make any inspection, survey, measurement, 
valuation or inquiry; 

(b) to take level; 

(c) to dig or bore into the sub-soil; 

(d> to set out boundaries, an intended line or 
work; 

[el to make such levels, boundaries and lines by 
placing marks and cutting trenches; or 
(f) to do any other thing necessary for the 
purposes of this bye-law provided that - 
no such entry into a building shall be made 
between sun-set and.sun-rise; and 
no dwelling house or place shall be so 
entered except with the consent of the 
occupier thereof; or without giving the 
occupier at least twenty four hours notice of 


the intention to make such an entry. 
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5. Penalty 

Any person, who contravenes any of the provisions of these 
bye-laws, shall on conviction by the competent Court or the 
Magistrate, be punishable with fine which may extend to five 
hundred rupees, and in the case of a continuing contravention, 
with an additional fine which may extend to fifty rupees for every 
day during which such contravention continues after conviction 
for the first such contravention.
